Statement by the Chairman of Deddington Parish Council on Phase IT of the 
Windmill site ener 


There appears to have been a lot of misunderstanding of the Council's proposals 
for the Windmill site and the following is an account of events and intentions, 


The proposal that the existing playing field, which is a public recreation ground, 
be developed was first raised early in 1985, with the proviso that a larger 
playing field be provided on adjoining land to the west of the Centre. ‘The 
proposal came from Rockwell Developments who were developing adjoining land to 
the north, which cuts off the existing playing field from Hempton Road. The 
Council agreed to this proposal subject to financial terms being completed and 
the necessary Planning approvals being obtained. 


At the District Audit in 1985 the Auditor insisted that the District Valuer, an 
Inland Revenue official, be involved in the negotiations. Early in 1986, the 
District Valuer agreed texms for the deal bit these were not implemented pending 


Planning decisions. 


Planning approval was given for the new playing field but the proposed residential 
development was refused, Before Rockwell decided whether to appeal they asked 

the Council whether they still wished to proceed with the scheme and the Council 
ngreed subject to satisfactory financial arrangements. The Department of the 
Rnvironment dismissed the appeal for the only reason that there was no binding 


agreement that the new playing field weuld be provided. 


Rockwell again asked wicther the Council wished to proceed and the Council said 
that they were still prepared to do so subject to satisfactory financial 
arrangements. At that time the District Auditor asked for copies of the relevant 
correspondence and again insicted that the District Valuer be involved. THE 
COUNCI“n ARG NOT INVOLVED TN ANY WAY WITH THE FINANCIAL NEGOTIATIONS BUT ONLY IN 
GENERAL TERMS ON WHAT TShY WANT IN THs NEW FIELD. 


The position is complicated by a covenent on the new field which restricts its 
use to’agriculture and this must be removed by the County Council who put it on 
the land when they sold it. So far as we know, no agreement has yet been reached 
between the owner and the County Council. 


Rockwell have made a now Planning application to develop the existing playing 
field and this has been approved subject to a legal agreement that no work be 
commenced before the new playing field is available and in an acceptable and 

satisfactory condition to the satisfaction of the Local Planning Authority - 

Cherwell District Council, 


In the meantime, negotiations are taking place ‘botween the District Valuer and 
Rockwell for the amount Rockwell will be required to pay for the existing 
playing field and for the lesser amount that the Council will be required to pay 
for the new playing field and site works. 


The Council have appointed a consultant to advise them on the construction and 
layout of the new playing field. When negotiations are completed and the 
Council heave access to the land, detailed specifications for the preparation of 
the playing field and recreation area will be drawn up, At this point, the 
Council will be happy to discuss the proposals with the joint consultative 
committee -- which consists of members of the Council and members of the Centre 
committee ~ with the view to achieving a satisfactory article for all concerned.

Fer 80z plain flour use 40z butter or margarine, one egg, and one tablespoon 
of icing sugar. Mix it all together. The mixture will seem very soft, but it 
needs resting in the fridge for at least an hour to make it set. Then roll it 
out to fit a Swiss Roll tin, or similer. Lay the cut up fruit onto it. You 
can use apple slices, halved plums, skin side down, sliced nectarines etc. 
Over this, sprinkle sugar to which a little cinnamon powder has been added. 
Bake in a hot oven for about 20 minutes or until the pastry is nice and golden 
brown. Serve hot or cold, with or without cream.

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FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT 


Here is the concluding episode of se story that began in Deddington, skipped 7000 

miles non-stop to Hong Kong, traversed mainland China, encountered a sandstorm in 
the Mongolian desert, crossed the Russian border into Siberia and, with a clatter 
and a bang reaches the half-way point of Marinsk. Now read on.... 


At MARINSK (half way home) we have a twenty minute stop and stretch our legs on 
the steady platform. I see a queue of people from the train buying bread, h.b. 
eggs and fish from a station stall. I take a photograph which seems to make the 
stall holder angry and wave me away. A hand grasps my shoulder - it is a militia 
man I had not noticed. He wags a finger under my nose. A friendly Chinese 
business man in the vicinity translates the warning "it is forbidden to photo- 
graph queues in Russia". I go into my cringing act. Later, at Sverdlovsk, one 
of the party has his camera forcibly snatched, snapped open and the film exposed 
by the militia. We continue west through the URALS. I em surprised that they 
resemble small hills when I imagined them to be mountains. Here we passed the 
"mile post" at kilometre 1777 (ie from Moscow) where an obelisk bears on its 
west side the word "Europe" and on its east side "Asia". One wonders at the 
arrogance of man, in the middle of a land mass, that he possesses the temerity 

to decide where one continent ends and another begins. ‘The scenery becomes 
greener and swampy and the reil track worse. Two days later we clatter bump and 
bang into Moscow Hast station. We are 6 minutes late!! 


We are glad to break our journey even though we are accommodated in a modern 

hotel housing 6000 guests. I took two deep steaming baths, resisting a thirds to 
spend several hours walking the city streets. The people are friendly and helpful 
after initial reserve. The following day we participated in the standard guided 
tour of the major sights, Kremlin, Red Square, St Rasil and other cathedrals. 

Some day I hope to return to see more of the beautiful churches (now of course, 
mostly museums). We travelled the underground/tube system which must be the most 
artistic and cleanest subway in the world. What is more, a single trip on any 
part of the system costs only 5p. 


I walked miles on my own peering into back streets and shops (huge queues for 
vegetables and shoes and very high prices. Here I persuaded two sozzled cobblers 
in e booth to repair my damaged shoe. They unceremoniously eject a 20 year old 
girl from the repair chair to handle the task. I scowl at them and invite the girl 
to resume her seat but she joins the two men in grasping my arms and forcing me 

to sit for the job to be done. 


The city has wide thoroughfares and looks scrubbed clean, neat and tidy but 
people have serious expressions end do not seem to smile much. Patriotism mani- 
fests itself in at least two conventions. Elderly gentlemen wear medals on their 
suits end after a marriage ceremony, en route to the reception, bridal couples 
leave the bride's houquet et the tomb of the Unknown Warrior. 


Another train this time from Moscow West to Berlin via Warsaw. A long customs and 
immigration outprocessing from Russia into Poland and the bogeys to be changed 
again. This time our provodnik is a young Russian lady who is neither as 
phlegmatic nor skilled as our Chinese. She allows us off the train to watch the 
bogeys being changed and collects the wrath of the Russian Train Commander. She 
is in tears when we return but e gift of panty hose dries her eyes and brings a 
smile. 


We move into Polends flat lands and the tiny Russien wooden houses become more 
substantial residences. The horizon closes in a little and individual farms and 
fields can be seen. 
We are to pick up.a coach in West Berlin to go to U/K but discover our train 
terminates in East Berlin. Some of our party have been profilic spenders (even 
to carrying carpets) and the unattached ladies worst of all. ‘There is no way wo 
are going to te able to walk one mile through Check Point Charlie carrying all the 
luggage. We discuss the problem with the Russian Train Commander who advises we 
change on tc a Folish train going to Faris which will stop in West Berlin. We 
find we have 17 minutes to trensfer 36 peoplé and 148 pieces of luggage over 
two platforms. We plan it military style with handling chains in the corridors 
and others receiving baggage from the windows. (Continued on page 13.)

At the height of the activity it looked like a Keystone Cops film but we made the 

change in time. To little avail however since when we arrived in West Berlin(after 

a gruelling 3 hour processing through the Polish/East German border ) we were in- 
formed that our coach was delayed 24 hours. 


We made the most of West Berlin but funds inevitably run low at the end of a trip 
and a coffee and doughnut in West Berlin was the same price as a 5 course meal in 
Tianjin. It was a hard coach ride to London and more drama at the E,.German border. 


I'm still too close to the event to make detailed comment. I loved China, I- 
should like to spend more time in Ulan Bator and hope to return to Moscow and 
Leningrad to see the Cathe*zals in depth. I am making a visual presentation from 
the 190 slides I shot on the trip. The visuel presentation will be quite differ- 
ent of course from this written account. I planned the trip a long time ago and 
lived every minute of it whilst doing it as cheaply as possible.
